A, In Order to explain Chrift’s Eternal Genera- 
sation, there are three Things chat we muit affume 
as true, becaufe we have not now -Room for the 
Proof of them, viz. 1. That Chrift had an actu- 
al Being or Subfittence betore his being Born of 
the Virgin Mary. 2. That this Being which he 
had was not created bur effentially Divine. 3. 
Thar this Effence was communicated ro him by the 
Father. Now this Communication of the Divine 
Effence by the Father 1s the Generation of the Sen. 
For Generation is properly a Vitali Production of 
another in the fame Narure, wrh a full Repre- 
{entation of him from whom he is produced. Thus 
when we fay a Man begetteth a Son, we mean no 
ovher than that he produce: another Man of the 
fame Nature with himfeli : And this Production, 
as aperfect Cencrarion, becomes the Foandation 
of the Kelation of Paternity in him that produceth, 
andof Filationin him thatis produced, But God the 
Facher hath communicared co theSonthe fame Divine 
Effence by which he is God: Chrift is the perfect 
Image and Similicude of his Father, and therefore 
his proper Son. But berween Human and Divine 
Generation, ths Difference muft be carefully cb- 
ferved, thac the firit is performed by Derivation 
or Decifion of Part of the Subftarce of the Father: 
Whereas the Effence of Ged is Incorporeal, Spiri- 


tual and Indivifible, and therefore by Generation 
wholly communicated to him that is Begotten. 
Again, in Natural Conception, the Father pre- 
ceedeth the Son: But the Effence which Ged al- 
ways had without Beginning, without Beginning 
he did communicate. And this Remark juftifics 
the Affertion in the Athenafian Creed, which the 
Querift Objects againft. And it is alfo apparent 
from what has been faid, how Chrift is the only 
Begotten Son of God, fince in him is found the 
perfect Similitude of God, which is in no created 
Being. Bur then it will be faid, why fhou!d not 
the Holy Ghoit be alfo called the Son of God, fince 
to him is alio fully communicated the Divine Ef- 
fence. To which we Anfwer then in the Lan- 


‘guage of Holy Scriptures and the Church, the Holy 


Ghoft is never faid ro be Begotten, but to proceed 
from the Father, nor is he ever called the Son bur 
the Gitt of God. And as the Regeneration and 
Adeption of Many fo the Proceffion of the Holy 
Ghoft doth no way prejudice the Eternal Géne- 
ration, as pertaining folely to the Son of God.

As a farther Con- 
firmation of this, there are never cbierved any 
Clouds to intercept our Profpect of any Part of rhe 
Moon, but the whole appears confiantly Clear and 
Serene : For if there were either Seas or Rivers in 
the Moon there wou'd be undoubtedly Clouds alfo, 
betaufe the Sin has a Power of taiting Vapeurs 
and Exhalations there as well as here, it there 
were proper Macier to Work upon; butthe Moon 
is (o far frow this, rhat itis obferved to want even 
an Atmo.phere.
